Section 7 of the Act required.the 
President to appoint, by and witb\ttie 
advice and cohsent of the Senate^not ‘ 
later than 90 days after the enact- 
ment of the act, a citizens’ review 
board to facilitate the disclosure of 
the records. President Bush, failed to 
act before he left office. Now Presi- 
dent Clinton has as yet failed to act.
